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REMARKS 

Claim 1 has been canceled and new claim 12 has been added to specifically 


claim an axial piston drive having a swash plate that can be rotated relative to the pistons 
and relative to the drive shaft. This dual rotational movement allows the swash plate tilt 
angle to be moved from a maximum angle to a minimum angle and vice versa. 

The prior art neither shows nor suggests such structure or function. 

DE 34 20 529 discloses a device in which the swash plate is not allowed to 
rotate relative to the piston rod. 

Kayukawa '453 does not allow rotational movement between the swash 
plate and the drive shaft. 

Similarly, Leduc '822 proposes a structure that does not allow rotational 
movement between the drive shaft and the swash plate. Such rotational movement is 
blocked by the joint (10). 


It is earnestly believed that all of the Examiner's objections have been met 


and discussed and that this case is now in condition for allowance. Such action is 
respectfully requested. 
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
